At the present time the East Bay 
cities enjoy an L. C. L. switching 
charge of $2.70 a car from plant to 
make-up yard, while San Francisco 
manufacturers’ pay 34 centS a ton 
with a minimum charge of $7.20 a car. 
The low switching rates here is a 
big advantage in the securing of new 
industries. 

Last year Richmond factories alone 
used 1000 cars which handled 16,- 
000,000 pounds of freight. This cost 
$2,700, while the same amount woutd 
have cost $7,000 in San Francisco, 

‘San Francisco wants cither the trap 
car service dbandoned in the Haat 
Bay, or a similiar service installed in 
San Francisco, Wolf said. He stated 
that Richmond would oppose the 
andonment of the service here, 
it would back San Francisco in its 
request for a similiar service.

from freight station to plant. 

“This service could not possible be 
duplicated by truck for anything ap-| 
proximating the rate charged by the 
railroads. 

“Neither Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle, Portiand nor anv 
other city on the Pacific coast ex-| 
cept the East Bay cities, enjoys such 
a service.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—Britain is be- 
coming a healthier nation. The year

this country. This fact 
‘Shines out from the annual report 
of 1923 of Sir George Newman, 
Chief Medical Officer of the Ministry 
of Health, 

One striking feature of the nation’s 
health record to which he directs at- 
tention is the fact that far too many 
deaths occur under 50 years of age. 
Sir George Newman has drawn from 
the Ministry’s statistics some telling 
facts dealing with the upward or 
downward tendencies in the factors 
which affect the health of the na- 
tion. 

The deaths numbered 444,786, few- 
by 42,000 than 
year. & ‘pat | 

The total death rate, 11.6 per 
1,000 persons, was the lowest ever 
recorded in ,this country, but 40 
per cent. of these deaths occurred 
under 50 years of age. 

The death rate of infants under 
one year of age was 69 per 1,000 
born, the lowest ever registered. 

This means that the country saved 
not less than 45,000 babies’ lives over 
and above the average saving ob- 
tained in 1901-10.

This is perhaps the greatest re- 
cent triumph of preventive medicine. 
Fewer Epidemics 
The number of cases of epidemic 
and infectious disease notified was 
344,183, as comipared with 422,949 in 

the’ previous year. 

The births registered numbered 
758,131, a decline of 22,000 on the 
1922 figures. 

This gives a birth rate of 19.7 per 
1,000 of the population. 

Sir George adds that these facts 
and figures give a record year’ but 
it 8° neccessary to be veircumspect 
in drawing unduly favorable con- 
clusions. 

On the other hand, there was much 
si¢kness and physical 


sence from work, broken time, and 
restricted .productivity. Probably, Sir 


George: argues, loss of time due tol, 
sickness, most of. which is prevent-|. 


able, costs the country not less than 
ten times-more than that which it 
loses owing to strikes and labor dis- 
putes. . 

Stupendous figures of the aggregate 
loss to the nation through the sick- 
ness of the workers are given. Sir 
George says that the total number 
of weeks represented by the sickness 
and disablement payments in 1923 
may be estimated at about 6 3-4 
million weeks’ sickness and six mil- 
lion weeks’ disablement for men, 
and at 4 1-4 million weeks’ sickness 
and 3 1-2 million weeks’ disablement 
for women. 

These figures, which do not in- 
clude the first three days of in- 
capacity, for which sickness benefit 
is not payable, give a total of 20 1-2 


million weeks’ work lost in 1923 
through sickness, or a_ period of 
394,230 years, ia tty Sle 


We are still the victims, in some 
cases willing victims, Sir George 
says, of smallpox and veneral disease. 
Influenza and encephalitis lethar- 
gica, bronchitis and pneumonia, tu- 
bercolosis and cancer still demand a 
heavy toll. Many valuable lives are 
sacrificed, and far too many deaths 
occurred under fifty years of age.
